Preparations at the Chicago Exposi- 


tion Buildings. 


Chicago Journal. 


A morning paper makes the unguard- 


;d statement to-day that the Bests 
srceted in the Exposition building are 
not safe. This was a wild statement, 
though qualified by the assertion that 
t "seemed to the reporter" so and so. 
The seats are erected in a permanent 
luilding and against permanent sup- 
>orts of great strength upon architec- 
.ural 'principles that have been tried 
and especially approved. Besides this 
,hc .supports were not yet complete, 
and no pretence was made of their be- 
ng so, and it was simply folly for a 
person not an expert to unnecessarily 
arouse apprehensions in the public 
mind. When the preparations for the 
Convention are completed the superin- 
tendent of 
public buildings will be 


called to officially inspect the work, so 
that, as Mr. Root said this morning, it 
there should be an accident the city 
officials will not be to blame. 


The plan for the Convention Hall in 


the Exposition building has been fre- 
quently described in 
these columns. 


Work has progressed so far that noth- 
ing remains to be done except putting 
in the seats and decorations. 
The gal 


lery seats are rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. They are very simple in con- 
struction, but strong and comfortable 
Work has begun on the settees for del- 
egates.

above the distinguished ones on thi 
stage will be a ten-foot draped portrai 
of Zach Chandler. The roof is eleva 
ted in the center above the arches tha 
form its principal framework. Thii 
part will be entirely shut out by bunt- 
ing. In the southern end this space is 
quite wide, and the bunting that covers 
this will be painted blue and set with 
stars. The rest of the bunting will be 
painted red and white. Areund the 
sides of the hall will be fifteen large 
portraits of distinguished 
American 


statesmen of the past. The only re- 
maining decorations will be such Sags 
as the generous public will furnish. 


INGEHSOLL IT NEW VOKK.

and cheering.
